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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


Heavy HESSIAN FLY infestations observed on volunteer wheat plants in Marion, 
Hardin, Allen, Putnam, Auglaize and Hancock Counties, Ohio, and trace infesta- 
tions found in fall-sown wheat. Hessian fly found present from central and 
western Kansas to Colorado State line; infestations east from Wallace and 
Greeley Counties to Dickinson County ranged 10-100 percent, and farmers 
reported plowing up infested wheat in northern Barton County, Kansas. Infesta- 
tion extends into Nebraska. Light, scattered GREENBUG infestations reported in 
north central and west central Oklahoma. RANGE CATERPILLAR adults emerging and 
very numerous in several areas of Colfax and Union Counties, New Mexico. FALL 
ARMYWORM continues a problem on small grains and grasses in eastern two-thirds 
of Texas. (p. 1133). 


THRIPS heavy on sugar beet leaves in Putnam County, Ohio (p. 1137), and CABBAGE 
LOOPER damaging lettuce in California and Arizona (p. 1138). 


DOUGLAS-FIR BEETLE and WESTERN PINE BEETLE damaging in parts of California 
(p. 1138), and TWIG GIRDLER damage noticeable in areas of Oklahoma, Arkansas 
and Maryland (p. 1139). 

DETECTION 

A WHITE-FRINGED BEETLE (Graphognathus leucoloma imitator) found in Norfolk, 
Virginia. (p. 1143). A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) recorded for first time 
in Seminole County, Florida (p. 1136), and ELM LEAF BEETLE found in Lincoln 


County, Nevada, which is the first record for the county and the most eastern 
and southern record in State (p. 1139).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 22 


Seasonable weather was observed during the week along the major range of the 
Rocky Mountains and into the central and southern Great Plains. Temperature 
averages were generally below normal west of this area and above normal to the 
east. The largest negative departures were centered over Nevada and western 
Utah and ranged to 5° below normal. Temperatures of better than 6° over the 
seasonal normals were observed in the central Gulf areas of Texas, in central 
Virginia, and from the east Gulf region northward in a narrow band over 
Michigan. 


Big Piney, Wyoming, had a 6° minimum for the coolest reported, and freezing 
temperatures were observed in many of the agricultural areas of the Far West 
away from the coast. Though 90° maxima were reported from as far north as 
South Dakota, below freezing minima hit northwest Kansas. Much of the North- 
east and the Appalachians down into North Carolina have felt the results of 
"Jack Frost.'' Burlington, Vermont, had the coldest October 15 of record with 
a 25° reading. 


Over the Far West, little or no precipitation was recorded in the Great Basin 
from central California up into southeast Washington. Significant amounts, 
however, fell over the Pacific Northwest coastal regions and the Colorado River 
Basin. Yuma, Arizona, had its first measurable precipitation since March, and 
up to 3 inches of snow fell in the mountains northeast of Payson, Arizona. 
Rainfall amounts exceeding 3 inches were measured in northwest New Mexico. 


The Nation's largest rainfall totals were measured throughout the Great Plains 
and Mississippi River drainage areas. On the 15th-16th, up to 10 inches of 
snow fell in northwest North Dakota, though the neighboring State of South 
Dakota was very dry. Spotty showers wetted most areas from the West Gulf 
States up through an area from southern Nebraska into Indiana with ample 
l-inch totals. Amounts near 5 inches fell in Arkansas, Kansas and Nebraska. 
Hailstones to a l-inch diameter fell at Lubbock, Texas, on the 20th. (Summary 
supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - OHIO - Very heavy fall brood populations 
observed on volunteer wheat throughout west central and northeastern counties; 
infestations 90-95 percent in Marion, Hardin, Auglaize, Allen, Putnam and 
Hancock Counties. Larvae and puparia observed at base of leaf sheath and stalk 
of plants. Many plants yellowed and dying. Fall-sown wheat essentially nonin- 
fested. Most farmers apparently utilized "fly-free" sowing dates" to avoid 
damage. (Davidson, Lyon). KANSAS - Survey in central and western areas showed 
pest to be present to Colorado State line. Only trace numbers in Wallace and 
Greeley Counties, Infestations east of these counties to Dickinson County 
ranged 10-100 percent. Infestation in susceptible varieties is in direct 
proportion to date of planting; early plantings 100 percent infested. (Somsen, 
Peters). Many infested plants in Ellsworth and Stafford Counties killed. 
Farmers reported to be plowing up infested wheat in northern Barton County. 
(Painter). NEBRASKA — Approximately 2 "flax seeds" per 10 plants in Frontier 
County. (Bell). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - ARIZONA - Continues a serious pest of 
late grain sorghum in Cochise and Graham Counties. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


GRAIN APHIDS - OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered infestations of GREENBUG (Toxoptera 

raminum) present in small grains in Payne, Noble, Kay (north central) and 
Blaine (west central) Counties. Scattered, very light counts of ENGLISH GRAIN 
APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) , APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) and 
CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) also present in these counties. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - ARKANSAS - Counts higher than normal for time of 
year in alfalfa; 4-600 per 100 sweeps in northwest. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). WISCONSIN - 
Populations continue to fluctuate; counts ranged 3-60 per sweep in southeastern 
area. High populations in conjunction with dry weather conditions in area caused 
some wilting of alfalfa. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy population, 
150-200 per square foot, damaging young stand of alfalfa in Hennessey area, 
Lower, but threatening populations, found in Logan, Payne and Kay Counties on 
young stands. Counts negligible in old stands in these same areas. (Okla. Coop. 
Str.) . 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - OHIO - Nymphs and adults still present between 
stalk and leaves of green field corn; 80-100 found on several plants throughout 
southeastern and west central areas. (Cannon, Lyon). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEW MEXICO - Average per 25 sweeps in alfalfa 5-10 in 
Bernalillo County and 2-4 in De Baca County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Very active in 
alfalfa in Graham County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - WISCONSIN - Nymphs and adults relatively 
common in some alfalfa fields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


RANGE CATERPILLAR (Hemileuca oliviae) - NEW MEXICO - Adults began emerging week 
of October 7-13. By end of week, adults very numerous in several areas of Colfax 
and Union Counties. Egg deposition just beginning. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Continues a problem on small grains 
and grasses in eastern two-thirds of State. Infestations being reported further 
northwest each day. Latest reports of damaging populations from Hardeman (north- 
west), Caldwell, Comal, Hays, Guadalupe and Blanco Counties (south central). 
(Wills, Texas Coop. Rpt., Massey). Leaves of grain sorghum being stripped by 
heavy numbers in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Day). 
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Ohio Spittlebug Survey - 1962 


Results of annual fall survey of spittlebug adult populations presented on map 
below. Numbers will apparently be low over most of the State next spring. In 
fact, populations may be lower than in any year of past decade. However, 
spittlebug populations are often quite variable from field to field. Some 
fields in low areas on map will benefit from treatments next spring. If nymphs 
can easily be found while they are quite small, they are likely to be abundant 
enough to cause damage. On the average, one adult per sweep in September will 
produce one nymph per stem the following spring. Control measures will pay 
dividends where nymphal populations are at or above one per stem. (Treece, 
Blair, Lyon). 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - OHIO - Populations lower in west 
central than in northwestern counties; ranged 0-60 borers per 100 corn plants 

in west central area. (Cannon). MISSOURI - Found in 2 fields of commercial 
sunflower in southeast; 10 percent of plants infested and some lodging evident. 
Light infestations in marginal rows of soybeans in southeast. Damage light and 
restricted to stems and petioles. (Keaster). ARKANSAS - Infestations appear to 
follow pattern observed in past years; late-planted corn much more heavily 
infested than corn planted in early and midseason. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). WISCONSIN - 
Catch of moths in light traps during October for last 3 years of interest; 
activity considered late. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - ARKANSAS - Late-planted 
corn more heavily infested than corn planted in early and midseason. Lodging 
of corn in Washington and Benton Counties, northwest area, ranged 1-42 percent, 
with high percentage in late-planted corn. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). KANSAS - More than 
98 percent of susceptible strains infested in variety test plots in Stafford 
County, south central area. (Painter). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - OHIO - Early and late-instar larvae remain light 
in west central counties. Larvae observed in late-maturing, green field corn. 
(Cannon). TEXAS —- Spotted infestations, up to 50 larvae per 10 sweeps, present 
in Brazos and Burleson County alfalfa. (Newton). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - GEORGIA - Light infestations on soybeans in 
middle and southern areas. (Johnson, Oct. 9). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatalis) - GEORGIA - Light to moderate 
infestations on soybeans in middle and southern areas. (Johnson, Oct. 9). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - UTAH - Common in Salt Lake and Davis 
County alfalfa; few adults also present. (Knowlton, Oct. 15). 


SOD WEBWORMS (Crambus spp.) - OHIO - Adults moderate to heavy throughout Wayne 
County area. Cool weather major factor in reducing populations during past few 
days. (Treece). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - VIRGINIA - Numerous larvae, pupae, old and new 
adults, and eggs found in Albemarle County. Alfalfa showed light to medium 
damage. (Bishop, Woodside). Larvae and adults attacking alfalfafield (40 acres) 
near Palmyra, Fluvanna County. Damage almost extensive enough to warrant con- 
trols. Some cocoons formed in leaves 6-8 inches above ground. Most are on or 
near ground, however. Adults numerous enough to be of concern. (Watts). UTAH - 
Adults numerous and going into overwintering places in areas checked about Logan, 
Cache County. (Knowlton). 


GREEN JUNE BEETLE (Cotinis nitida) - ARKANSAS - Larvae very active in top soil 
of golf course fairway in Washington County; loosened soil causing a thinning 
of grass. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


NORTHERN MASKED CHAFER (Cyclocephala borealis) - OHIO - Populations of grubs 
extremely heavy at a golf course near Oberlin, Lorain County. Damage to blue 
grass quite severe; grubs averaged 20 per square foot. (Polivka). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - GEORGIA - Light to moderate infes- 
tations on soybeans in middle and southern areas. (Johnson, Oct. 9). 


GRASSHOPPERS - NEBRASKA - Melanoplus femurrubrum and M. sanguinipes present in 
light populations in northern area. (Roselle). Surveys show egg concentrations 
coincide with adult populations in certain areas of rangeland in western area 
containing high numbers of eggs. Predators normal throughout State, except 

where high egg concentrations occur. (Bell). WISCONSIN - Females of M. femur- 
rubrum continue to oviposit and percentage of those still containing eggs remains 
high. Populations in some instances appear to be concentrated along roadsides 
instead of fields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
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FIELD CRICKETS (Gryllus spp.) - ALABAMA - Rather heavy population causing 
economic damage to crimson clover which has started emerging due to erratic 
weather conditions. (Barwood). 


WESTERN HARVESTER ANT (Pogonomyrmex occidentalis) - NEW MEXICO - Surveys of 
rangeland areas in San Miguel, Mora, Colfax and Union Counties indicated that 
large numbers of new colonies became established during summer. Many areas in 
these counties now have average of 15-40 ant hills per acre. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


A THRIPS (Frankliniella occidentalis) -— CALIFORNIA - Medium populations on corn 
in Visalia, Tulare County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - KANSAS - Occasional colony present in few 
wheat fields in central and western areas. (Peters, Somsen). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - Mid-October — CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllo- 


coptruta oleivora) infested leaves in 50 percent of groves (norm 65 percent) ; 
22 percent economic (norm 38 percent). Infested fruit in 74 percent of groves 
(norm 69 percent); 46 percent economic (norm 46 percent). Gradual increasing 
trend expected. Highest districts based on infestation on fruit are Bartow, 
west coast, upper east coast, Indian River and Brooksville. TEXAS CITRUS MITE 
(Eutetranychus banksi) infested 23 percent of groves (norm 20 percent); 9 per- ; 
cent economic (norm 4 percent). Population, although at a low level, is above 
normal for season and will increase. Highest districts west coast and ) 
Gainesville. CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus citri) infested 22 percent of groves | 
(norm 45 percent); 5 percent economic (norm 22 percent). Slight increase : 
expected, but population will remain below average. Highest district Gainesville. 
PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) infested 59 percent of groves (norm 63 per- 
cent); 1 percent economic (norm 4 percent)’. FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus 
aonidum) infested 34 percent of groves (norm 61 percent); none economic (norm 12 
percent). Infestations will continue light in all districts. BLACK SCALE 
(Saissetia oleae) infested 51 percent of groves (norm 32 percent); 23 percent 
economic (norm 9 percent). Population above normal, but will decline. CHAFF 
SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) and GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) are above 
normal and may increase. (Simanton, Johnson, Brooks (Citrus Expt. Sta., Lake 
Alfred)). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Moderate on 100 orange trees at 
Sanford, Seminole County (Youtsey, Oct. 10), and 300 plants of rough lemon 
rootstock. This is a new county record. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


CALIFORNIA RED SCALE (Aonidiella aurantii) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on yard citrus 
in Oroville, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) - FLORIDA - Moderate on 600 orange trees at 
Plant City, Hillsborough County. (Simmons, Oct. 11). 


COTTONY-CUSHION SCALE (Icerya purchasi) - TEXAS - Heavy, local, spotted infesta- 
tions on citrus trees in Cameron County. (Texas. Coop. Rpt., Day, Oct. 12). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - OREGON - Survey for 1962 season completed; 
trapping locations negative. (Capizzi). UTAH - Larvae numerous and damaging 
English walnuts and even more abundant in black walnuts in Tooele area, Tooele 
County. (Knowlton, Biggs). Damage general on susceptible nuts throughout Weber 
County. (Knowlton, Burningham) . 


APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - OHIO - Migrations to apple trees heavy 
in northern area; caused constant annoyance to pickers. (Cutright). 
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WOOLLY APPLE APHID (Eriosoma lanigerum) - OHIO - Light to moderate on apple 
trees near Columbus Grove, Putnam County. Nymphs and adults found on limbs in 
clusters of 15-25 per location. (Forsythe, Lyon). 


APHIDS - UTAH — Fall flights below normal in northern part of State; aphids 
numerous on some plum trees in Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). 


_ LEAFHOPPERS - DELAWARE - Undetermined species caused noticeable injury to apple 
foliage in untreated orchard in New Castle County. (MacCreary). 


SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - UTAH - Has been a serious problem on 
fruit trees in local area near Ogden, Weber County. (Knowlton, Burningham). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - ALABAMA —- Caused damage in several 
orchards. (Buttram). NORTH CAROLINA - Larvae burrowing in ripe pears at 
Lexington, Davidson County. (Mulder, Oct. 12). 


LESSER PEACH TREE BORER (Synanthedon pictipes) - ALABAMA - Caused some damage 
in Clay County. (Buttram). 


A PEACH TREE BORER (Sanninoidea sp.) -— SOUTH DAKOTA - Caused considerable damage 
to plum trees in nursery stock in Yankton County. (Mast). 


A SAP BEETLE (Carpophilus sp.) - TEXAS = Heavy on poor quality apples on trees 
in Midland County. (Green). 


PEAR RUST MITE (Epitrimerus pyri) - WASHINGTON - Collected on Bartlett pear 
leaves in Grant County on September 5 by E. C. Burts. Eriophyes pyri and 
Eriophyes n. sp. also found associated with collection. Det. by N. S. Wilson. 
Burts). Epitrimerus pyri apparently new to Grant County. 


PEAR LEAF BLISTER BEETLE (Eriophyes pyri) - UTAH - Caused above normal damage to 
foliage in a few pear orchards in area north of Ogden, Weber County. (Knowlton). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


SOUTHERN POTATO WIREWORM (Conoderus falli) - NORTH CAROLINA - This species 
probably responsible for holes in many Ssweetpotatoes at Tabor City market. 
Approximately 80 loads observed at grading tables, with small, shallow holes 
noted quite common in sweetpotatoes, but not numerous enough to be graded 
defective in most cases. Only 2 loads showed serious injury; the worse load 
received a 14 percent defect grade. Sweetpotatoes coming through the market 
were graded once in field, but no serious infestations by field inspection were 
found. Small numbers of one-quarter to three-quarter-grown larvae found in one 
field each in Columbus and Pender Counties. (Mount). 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - FLORIDA - Collected on 
sweetpotatoes at Buckville, Lafayette County, and at Williston, Levy County. 
Det. by W. Breidenbach. (Adkins). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - DELAWARE - Adult feeding injury 
very heavy on snap bean pods in large commercial field in eastern Sussex 


County. (Bray). 


BLACK BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta pennsylvanica) - OHIO - Many sugar beets in 
10-acre field in Hardin County damaged by adults; leaves 40-80 percent defoliated 


on many plants. (Lyon). 


THRIPS - OHIO - Nymphs and adults of unspecified species heavy on sugar beet 
leaves near Ottawa, Putnam County; many leaves yellow and dying. Ranged 20-25 
per leaf. (Lyon). 
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SOUTHERN CABBAGEWORM (Pieris protodice) - CALIFORNIA - All stages heavy on 
broccoli in Watsonville, Santa Cruz County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - OHIO - Usually light in gardens where 
control program used; however, most cabbage plants heavily skeletonized through- 
out northwestern part of State in untreated gardens. (Lyon). NEW MEXICO - Caused 
considerable damage in home gardens in Albuquerque area, Bernalillo County. 
@e2M; Coop: Rpt.) 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Damage to fall lettuce continues. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - Larval damage medium in lettuce plantings in 
Indio, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) -— ARIZONA - Damage to fall lettuce continues. 
(Ariz. (Coop. Sure 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - NEBRASKA - Adults moderate in gardens 
and feeding on buds of various plants in Lincoln, Lancaster County. (Bergman). 


TERMITES — CALIFORNIA = Workers of an undetermined species noted in roots of 
carrots in San Francisco, San Francisco County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SERPENTINE LEAF MINERS - OHIO - Infested 60-65 percent of leaves of raspberry 
plants in home garden near Utica, Licking County. (Neiswander, Lyon). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - Heavy populations building up in late 
cotton in Brazos, Burleson and Robertson Counties as favorable weather for develop- 
ment continues. (Newton). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - TEXAS - Heavy populations building up in 
late cotton in Brazos, Burleson and Robertson Counties. (Newton). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - NEVADA - Green boll survey negative 
in Pahrump Valley, Nye County. (Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA —- Lint cleaner inspec- 
tions in Tillman County negative; inspections in Cotton County positive. (Okla. 
Coope sure) 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - TEXAS -— Heavy populations defoliating 
cotton in parts of Callahan, Coleman and Taylor Counties. (Newton). 


CELERY LEAF TIER (Udea rubigalis) - CALIFORNIA - Medium populations of larvae 
found in gin trash in Blythe, Riverside County, and light to heavy in Winterhaven 
and Bard Valley, Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


DOUGLAS-FIR BEETLE (Dendroctonus pseudotsugae) — CALIFORNIA - Severely damaging 
Douglas-fir in a 6,000-acre stand in Onion Creek area in Shasta National Forest. 
Some 130 million board feet of merchantable Douglas-fir logged in August-September 
in salvage logging. Epidemic apparently has subsided with the immediate sanita- 
tion salvage operations. (T. W. Nelson). 


WESTERN PINE BEETLE (Dendroctonus brevicomis) - CALIFORNIA - Damage to ponderosa 
pines increasing in a 1,000-acre stand in South Fork and in a 1,200-acre stand in 
El Portal area of Sierra National Forest. (W. Johnson, USFS). Damage also 
showing in an 800-acre stand in South Fork Bluffs and Cascadel areas. (T. Eckart, 
USFS). 
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A PINE REPRODUCTION WEEVIL (Cylindrocopturus eatoni) - CALIFORNIA - Damaging 
hybrid pine plantation stock planted in 1953 in Slate Canyon, El Dorado National 
Forest. (B. S. Bever, USFS). 


PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - OKLAHOMA - Countywide activity reported in 
Murray County, south central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - OKLAHOMA —- Activity continues to be reported 
from Kay, Payne, Mayes and Okmulgee Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - 
Damage observed in northwest. Girdled limbs have fallen from trees following 
strong winds. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND — Caused noticeable injury to hickory 
trees at Denton, Caroline County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - NEVADA - Generally light damage to 
elms in Caliente, Lincoln County. This is first record for this county and most 
eastern and southern record in State. (Bechtel). NEW MEXICO - Populations 
becoming much lighter on Chinese elm in infested areas of Bernalillo County.

LOCUST BORER (Megacyllene robiniae) - OHIO - Several young locust trees damaged in 
Licking County. (Lyon). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - OREGON - Survey completed May 31, 
with 14,530 pines examined in 100 communities and over 18,000 native lodgepole 
pines examined. A total of 18 infested pineSwas found, all in southeast Portland. 
These were destroyed. No known infestations occur in State. (Capizzi). 


NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - TEXAS - Heavy, local populations 
present on planted pine stands in Bowie County, northeast area. Also causing con- 
cern to homeowners in Brazos County. (Newton). 


VARIABLE OAK LEAF CATERPILLAR (Heterocampa manteo) - OKLAHOMA —- Destructive 
populations continue to defoliate oaks in eastern part of State. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


OAK SKELETONIZER (Bucculatrix ainsliella) - OHIO - Damage to red oak leaves 
moderate in Cleveland area, Cuyahoga County. (Neiswander). 


FALL CANKERWORM (Alsophila pometaria) - WISCONSIN —- First adult of season caught 
in light trap at Madison on October 17. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). NORTH DAKOTA - Male 
adults abundant at lights in Cass County area. Females coliected crawling on 
Sides of homes October 6-10. Caged females attained egg-laying capacity 
October 11-15. (R. L. Post, Eddington). 


A NOTODONTID (Datana sp., near or robusta) - TEXAS - Moderate on scattered trees 
in Brazos County; defoliating large percentage of leaves. (Newton). 


OMNIVOROUS LOOPER (Sabulodes caberata) - CALIFORNIA - Medium infestations on 
Japan fatsia (Fatsia japonica) in San Francisco, San Francisco County. (Cal. 
Coop. Rpt.). 


ZEBRA CATERPILLAR (Ceramica picta) - OHIO - Larvae present in northwestern area; 
immatures located easily near lily, gladiolus and sweetpea plants. (Lyon). 


NORWAY-MAPLE APHID (Periphyllus lyropictus) - UTAH - Becoming more abundant quite 
generally in northern area of State since cooler fall weather has occurred. 

(Knowlton, Oct. 15). Extremely numerous on maples in northern and central areas; 
large numbers blown on parked cars during recent high winds. (Knowlton, Oct. 17). 


CHRYSANTHEMUM APHID (Macrosiphoniella sanborni) - OHIO - Heavy on chrysanthemums 
in home garden in Wayne County; nymphs and winged adults abundant on growing tips; 
50-75 per leaf on many plants. (Neiswander, Lyon). 
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AN APHID (Lachnus salignus) - NEBRASKA - Moderate populations remain present in 
central and eastern areas. (Bergman). 


APHIDS - MISSOURI - Heavy infestations of several species observed on several 
trees and shrubs in central area. Plants affected were hard and soft maples, 
willows and other shade trees. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


A COCCID (Conchaspis angraeci) - TEXAS - Moderate, local infestations appearing 
on devitalized pecan trees in Madison County. (Garrett). New county. 


AN ARMORED SCALE (Aspidiotus ligquidambaris) - MISSOURI - Heavy infestation 
reported on leaves and bark of sweet gum in Boone County, central area. (Brown). 


A CAMELLIA MINING SCALE (Pseudaonidia clavigera) - FLORIDA - Found infesting 
camellia, azalea, boxwood, American holly, queen crapemyrtle and Cestrum sp. at 
St. Petersburg, Pinellas County, during period October 8-11. (Bingaman, Miller). 


CAMPHOR SCALE (Pseudaonidia duplex) - FLORIDA - Infesting camphor trees at 
Gainesville, Alachua County, on October 11. (Graham). 


EUONYMUS SCALE (Unaspis euonymi) - NEW MEXICO - Light to heavy populations 
damaging euonymus in Albuquerque, Bernalillo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


HEMISPHERICAL SCALE (Saissetia hemisphaerica) - FLORIDA = Severely infesting 
coontie (Zamia floridana) at Tampa, Hillsborough County, on October 9. (Hale). 


PINE NEEDLE SCALE (Phenacaspis pinifoliae) - MARYLAND - Infesting several 
hundred spruce trees near Bel Air, Harford County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TEA SCALE (Fiorinia theae) - FLORIDA - Severely infesting camellia at Tampa, 
Hillsborough County, on October 9. (Hale). 


WHITE PEACH SCALE (Pseudaulacaspis pentagona) - FLORIDA - Infestations moderate 
to severe on golden raintree at Apopka, Orange County, on October 10. (Pott). 


FERN SCALE (Pinnaspis aspidistrae) - FLORIDA - Infestations moderate to severe 
on Africanviolet at Davie, Broward County, on October 10. (McLean). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - OHIO - Heavy on dahlias near Columbus 
Grove, Putnam County; 10-15 adults per flower; feeding at petal base. Many 
petals fallen to ground. (Lyon). 


LEAFHOPPERS -— OKLAHOMA - Large numbers of unidentified species building up in 
lawns and causing concern around homes in evenings. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


HACKBERRY=NIPPLE-GALL MAKER (Pachypsylla celtidismamma) - NORTH DAKOTA - Adults 
active for past 2 weeks. (N. D. Ins. Rpt.). 


PIGEON TREMEX (Tremex columba) - NORTH DAKOTA - Adults observed flying about 
trunk of elm tree in Fargo, October 13; this is latest season record of insect 
in State. (R. L. Post, G. Post). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - UTAH - Annoyance light; entering homes throughout Cache County. 
Extremely numerous at Locomotive Springs, Box Elder County, and in northern 
Skull Valley, Tooele County, few weeks ago. (Knowlton, Oct. 15). TEXAS - Adults 
numerous at night and causing annoyance to residents in Brazos County. (Newton).

HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - OKLAHOMA — Counts of 3-4 per Scudder grid noted in 
Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Building up and causing annoyance 
to residents in Brazos County. (Newton). 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - NEBRASKA - Ranchers in Holt County report heavy 
populations in some areas. (Roselle). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - NEBRASKA —- Counts 50-75 per animal side in Holt 
County. (Roselle). OKLAHOMA —- Medium populations of 400 per head present on 
cattle in Pushmataha County, southeast. Counts in north central areas low; less 
than 100 per head in Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period October 5-11, a total of 69,327,450 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles in Texas, with 7,000 square miles covered in 
the average overwintering area of New Mexico. Release rate was 800 sterile flies 
per Square mile over the general area, with additional flies being released in 
areas favorable to screw-worm populations. A total of 1,638 screw-worm cases 

was reported during the period. New counties and parishes reported infested 

were Nacogdoches, TEXAS; Calcasieu, LOUISIANA; and Custer, Kingfisher, Okfuskee 
and McCurtain, OKLAHOMA, (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). 
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STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Counts of 6 per head noted on cows 
in Pushmataha County, southeast. Counts fewer than 1 per animal recorded in 
Stillwater area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


FLEAS (Ctenocephalides spp.) - NORTH CAROLINA - Reported biting children at 
Lexington, Davidson County; 5-10 per child. (Mulder). 


BROWN DOG TICK (Rhipicephalus sanguineus) - CALIFORNIA - Infestations continue 
in Sacramento area in kennels and private residences, Sacramento County, and 
heavy in local areas of Fresno, Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


EAR TICKS - UTAH = Troublesome on several ranches in Beaver, Minersville and 
Milford areas of Beaver County, and calves infested brought into that area from 
Pinto Creek and Pine Valley, Washington County, and Johnson-Kanab area of Kane 
County. (Knowlton, Esplin, Oct. 15). 


A GOAT SCAB MITE (Psoroptes cuniculi) - FLORIDA - Collected on goat at Gainesville, 
Alachua County. (Cox, Oct. 9).0x, Oct. 9). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - UTAH - Common and of concern in and 
about houses in many Weber County communities. (Knowlton). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


WESTERN SUBTERRANEAN TERMITE (Reticulitermes hesperus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy 
flight of sexual forms occurred primarily in northern part of State following 
heavy fall rains. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - OHIO - Large populations migrated into 
houses and other buildings in eastern Toledo, Lucas County; present since mid- 
September. (Brockway). UTAH - Invaded many homes in central and northern part 
of State. (Knowlton). Extremely numerous in some Utah State University class- 
rooms and offices at Logan, Cache County. A problem in homes at Hyrum, Cache 
Junction, Cove and Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton, Haws). 


FIELD CRICKETS (Gryllus spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy migrations invaded homes and 
business establishments adjacent to crop and rangelands, due to recent heavy 
rains and flooded conditions in Sacramento and Yolo Counties. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - ILLINOIS - Migrating into homes in considerable 
numbers. (Ill. Ins. Rpt.). 


VINEGAR FLIES (Drosophila spp.) - UTAH - Problem about farm homes as well as some 
Ogden City homes and grocery stores in Weber County. (Burningham, Knowlton). 


A BARK BEETLE (Pseudopityophthorus pubipennis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy numbers of 
adults emerged from a stage set in a motion picture studio in Studio City, Los 
Angeles County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


ANTS - OHIO - Migration into buildings caused much annoyance in west end of 
Toledo, Lucas County; controls recommended. (Lyon). 


A VESPID (Polistes fuscatus pallipes) - OHIO - Moderate populations in homes 
and other buildings caused many complaints in Wayne County. (Lyon). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) -— ARIZONA - Migration and annoyance to 
homeowners in subdivisions continues. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


SURINAM COCKROACH (Pycnoscelus surinamensis) — OKLAHOMA - Found on one property 
in Oklahoma City area, central part of State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
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MILLIPEDS - WISCONSIN - Migration in southern part of State continues despite 
cool nights. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Causing considerable annoyance 
in homes in almost all parts of State. This is not unusual occurrence for time 
OL year. .(S...D..,Ins;.. Sur.)). 


SPRINGTAILS - UTAH - Infested motels, especially bathrooms, in several parts of 
southern and central areas. (Knowlton). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


Stored-product Insects in Wyoming - Five granaries inspected near Pine Bluffs, 
Laramie County. Very light infestations of CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium 
confusum) and RED FLOUR BEETLE (T. castaneum) adults found in 2 granaries; very 
light adult infestations of SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) 
found in 3 granaries; and light infestations of CADELLE (Tenebroides mauritanicus) 
larvae found in 4 granaries and adults in one granary. (Fullerton). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - TEXAS - Adults collected from stored 
peanuts in Atascosa County. (Duke). 


COWPEA WEEVIL (Callosobruchus maculatus) - FLORIDA - Collected among stored sacks 
of sunflower seed at Ocala, Marion County. (Adkins, Oct. 9). 


TERMITES - CALIFORNIA — Workers of undetermined species medium in cigarettes in 


Benton, Mono County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


_ BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


PUNCTUREVINE WEEVILS (Microlarinus spp.) - NEVADA - Larvae, pupae and adults of 


M. lareynii found up to 2 miles from release site in Henderson, Clark County; 
this species and M. lypriformis have spread over 3 miles from release sites in 
-Moapa Valley, Clark County. Puncturevine kill by latter species almost 100 
percent at some sites, with crowns of remaining small plants infested. (Bechtel, 
| Zoller). 


PARASITIC BRACONIDS = OHIO = White cocoons of unspecified species found attached 
to many larvae of Protoparce sp. on ground near tomato plants at Jefferson, Wayne 
County. (Lyon). 


HONEY BEE (Apis mellifera) - OKLAHOMA - Hives infested with greater wax moth 
(Galleria mellonella) in Kay County, north central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


DAMSEL BUGS - NEW MEXICO - Nabis spp. abundant in alfalfa throughout State; 
counts in alfalfa ranged 6-10 per 25 sweeps in De Baca County and 2-3 per 25 
sweeps in Bernalillo County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


GRASSHOPPER EGG PREDATORS - NORTH DAKOTA - Predation by immature BEE FLIES and 
by BLISTER BEETLES observed in McHenry and Ward Counties; averaged 15 percent 
eggs affected and, in a few scattered fields, 50 percent of eggs attacked. 
(Wilson). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


A WHITE-FRINGED BEETLE (Graphognathus leucoloma imitator) - VIRGINIA - Infesta- 
tion found in city of Norfolk. First collections made on October 10 and identifi- 
cation made on October 12 by R. E. Warner. Delimiting of infestation underway. 
Treatment of infested area to be undertaken when delimiting survey completed.

None caught October 16-18. Additional trap inspections to be made. (Bills).
